The ongin of 
this weather was not understood until about 19490 and was now 
made graphw until earth satellnes began to transmit photos of 
the Southwest and Mexico 

Satellites also show another type of summer rains that used to 
arrive without warning. They are the end product of hurricanes 
that are born un the tropacal eastern Pacific Ocean and migrate 
northward. They tend vo diminush in power and veer out to sea 
But they occasionally turn toward the land and may hut such a 
tempting target as Acapulco 

A few will continue on 2 northward course until they are far 
up Baja California, veer cast and cross the land. By then they 
have been downgraded in class to “tropical storms.” Although 
bypassing Redlands to the south, they can bring tremendous 
downpours to the city

In October 1978 Worden Nollar died of a heart attack, quice 
unexpectedly.

He was a 
tireless worker in the Boy Scouts and was a member of the Park 
Commission. In whatever role, there was beneath his some- 
times gruff exterior a man who cared about people. 
~ Worden’s friends immediately began to solicit funds for a 
memorial fountain. A ready-made one was purchased and 
installed but vandals destroyed it.
